away as 


trophies, or, again, they were ransomed 
as a town's most prized possession. 


•• When a city bought a carillon it was 
formally welcomed on Its arrival by 
dty officials und people, and amid re- 
joicings the bells were consecrated 
with elaborate ceremony.
